     In 2006, the estimated number of HIV/AIDS diagnoses (25,928) for male adults and adolescents in the 33 states with confidential name-based HIV infection reporting was nearly 3 times the number for females (9,252). Among males, 12% of HIV/AIDS diagnoses were attributed to injection drug use (IDU), and 5% to male-to-male sexual contact and IDU. Among females, 18% of HIV/AIDS diagnoses were attributed to IDU.
